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Agawam Chills Greenies, 20-0

The Greenfield Greenies saw 
the Agawam Brownies at their 
best Saturday, Novemer 1, 

It took the locals almost two 
seasons to put together a 
complete football game, and the 
result was a very convincing 20- 
0 decision over the host school 
on a very cold and windy af¬ 
ternoon. 

The twenty-point margin was 
hardly anticipated, despite the 
fact Greenfield had dropped 
five consecutive league outings. 
Another reason the final out¬ 
come was surprising stemmed 
from Agawam’s play in recent 
weeks, which has been anything 
but impressive. 

Brownie captain Skip Stuart 
further emphasized those 
points. 

“I thought Greenfield would 
be a lot better than they were,” 
the burly senior related. ‘‘We 
were really up for the game. I 
guess the whole team was just 
sick of losing. We haven’t been 
playing that good lately.” 

The Brownies came out 
spitting fire immediately after 
receiving the opening kick, 
dispelling any thoughts the 
partisan crowd might have had 
of an easy Greenie victory, 
similar to the previous two 
years. 

Behind the power bolts of 
Stuart and junior Joey Norman, 
Agawam marched 79 yards in a 
perfectly executed sixteen play 
drive, which ate up nine 
minutes of the first period 
clock. 

The play giving Agawam 
paydirt came on a sixteen yard 
connection from QB Karl 
Ekstedt to tight end Phil Jen¬ 
sen. Stuart smashed for the 
extra two, providing the 
Brownies with an eight point 
edge. 

Greenfield assembled a 
threat of their own after a fine 
kick return by John Lawrence. 

The pin point passing of Doug 
Welenc brought the hosts deep 
into Brownie terrain, as big two 
way starter Phil Jensen en¬ 
tered. Jensen quelled the 
Greenies scoring chance when 
he pounced on a loose ball at the 
Agawam ten. 

The visitors defense was 
again tested midway in period 
two. Greenfield had reached the 
Brownie twenty on a pass and a 
penalty The Brownies ring in, 


and stopped the seige from 
advancing any further. 

“I thought the key to the 
whole game was when we 
stopped them those two times in 
the first half,” Stuart ex¬ 
plained. “We controlled the 
game in the second half.” 

Stuart’s analysis was correct. 
Agawam did control the entire 
final half. Ekstedt, Danny 
D’Alma and Stuart were the 
trouble shooters on offense, 
while Jensen, Ralph Myers and 
the secondary kept the defense 
at maximum efficiency. 

Ekstedt, hooked up with 
D’Alma for six late in the third 
stanza, on what had toi be the 
best play of the season for 
Agawam. 

The TD came when the local 
QB found himself under heavy 
heat from the Greenfield rush. 
Captain Karl heaved the ball in 
desperation down the sidelines, 
and just prayed on his way to 
the ground. 

And then came D’Alma out of 
nowhere. The flashy flanker 
had originally been cruising on 
a deep fly»pattern, but when he 
saw Ekstedt in trouble, he 
backtracked into the area 
where the ball had been thrown. 
D’Alma snared the release, 
then took off for an uncontested 
six points, covering 37 yards. 

The Brownies tallied their 
final points after an exchange of 
fumbles, which gave the 
visitors ball control at the 
Greenfield twenty-four, mid¬ 
way in the closing twelve 
minutes. 

Five plays later after 
Agawam had recovered the 
mishap, Stuart busted around 
the end for an eight yard TD, 
much to the delight of the large 
number of Brownie fans, who 
had braved piercing winds and 
chilly conditions on this first 
day of November. 

Ekstedt had a commendable 
7-16 day passing, covering 125 
yards of turf, and two TD’s. 
Stuart ground out 90 yards on 19 
carries, in his best afternoon of 
the 75 season. Agawam 
tabulated almost 300 yards total 
offense. 

The Citizen’s defensive 
player of the game went to Phil 
Jensen. Jensen recovered a 
pair of fumbles, and is showing 
signs of hitting top form, after a 
long bout with a leg injury. Skip 


Stuart and Karl ekstedt shared 
the offensive honors.

Phil Losito knew it would take 
a pressure situation to bring the 
best out of him. 

The Brownies outstanding 
senior harrier, who at times this 
season, has not shown the 
glittering form which has made 
him one of the league’s most 
respected runners, came up 
with a solid exhibition when all 
the marbles were on the table. 

Losito cranked out a fourth 
place at the second annual 
Valley Wheel Cross Country 
Tournament Friday, October 
31, and he acomplished the feat 
on sheer power and stamina. 

With one hundred yards 
remaining on the 2.8 mile 
course in back of Minnechaug 
High School, Losito started a 
last ditch sprint to overtake a 
South Hadley runner ahead of 
him.
